newes revived his ſpirits with.joy,befoze dzonuping with care, 
that within few dayes he recovered his foꝛmer health: which 
greatly rejoyced Alprinus and Lucida, whoſe hearts were link - 
ed unto him in bands of unſeparable friendſhip ; who like- 
wile dealt ſo eſtedually foz him, that they attained warraat 
fo2 his paſſage, and furniſhed him with all kind of noceCaries 
and ſufficient ſtoʒe of Gold fo bear his charges. 

Lucida likewiſe intreated her father to agree with the Phrys

Who deſired one of the Guard to corfify his Was 
jeſtp, that there were a number of his ſabjects gathered toges 
ther, with no intent of evil, but onely humbly fo crave a 
bon at his Pighnefſe hand. The ing being certified here⸗ 
of was much troubled in his mind, what the thing ſhould be 
they would demand: and being perſwaded by Lenon, would 
not hunſelf come out, but ſent one of his nighfs to demand 
what was their requeſt e Thraſus declared to him the cauſe cf 
their camming, and what they demanded. Which when the 
ingunverſtod being erceedingly enraged at their boldnes, 
bad the Knight make them this anſwer. hat he was not by 
his ſubjecs.to be controlled, & therefoze denyed to perfozm 
the leaſt of their demand: commanding. them pzeſently to 
depart every man ts their ſeveral places, leſt he puniſh:d 
their pꝛeſumption with death. The Meſſenger hav nat ſcarce 
ended his wozds, but pzefently the unruly multitude began 
to ruſh in at the Court gates;ſome careleſly ruinating what- 
ſoever came next hand,ſoms bzeaking down windowes, ſome

The King fearing the peoples unruly Rebellion would 
turn to ſome gfpter miſchief than could be ſuddenly pze- 
yvonted, and might alſo endanger his perſon, not knowing = 
who had inffigated them thereto, with the Ducn and Leno 
fled-UWhich When Thraius knew, calling ts the multitude, he 
willed them not in any.-wiſe fo deſtroy the Rings heuſe noꝛ 
attempt any thing moze ts diſpleaſe his Majeſty, foʒ that the 
King was departed.and-hehad-Aliiaus at liberty. But not 
-withffanding, ſome bent onely to enrich themſelves, ſpoyled 
the Kings Lreaſure, and uffterly defaced the kings houſe: by 
which time the nightdzew nigh and every one began to w⸗ 
dad themſelves. Allinus ſering what exceeding miſchief this 
attempt had bzed, which was done tontrary ts his thought & 
without his conſent: vet thought it not beſt to truſt to the 
kings mercy,though he was never fs innocent: foznotwith- 
tand ing that, he would ſuppoſe it was done by his pꝛocure:

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was betwixt the hall etw of twd rocks. o rather racky Alanus, 
whore their ſhip lay kafs frũ weather. & ſo far under their ſha⸗ 
doin that it could not be ſcenith#ſclves cõveying ſuch wealth 
as they kr time to time get, in hollow caves, of great large- 
nes;where was al things necellarp. And having faftned their 
ſhip tha reſt of Luprates feHlows cal d him up: who came, and 
bought Arteſia into the cave;who beholding p ſame, was ſur. 
pʒiſed w an exceeding diſcomkoꝛt gf ever getting from thece. 

Dome of the ruder ſoꝛt liking Arteſia, began their rude be-

little effect and his kindneſte unregarded Foz Arteſia was ſo 
conſtant᷑ to Ornatus, that ſhe hated Lenon: far her heart was 
wholly i mployed to wiſh his god, and Lenons ili: foʒ ſhe de⸗ 
termined never to love him, though che was allured of Oma ⸗ 
tus death.

Ornatus tak great ſoꝛrow at her heavineie, and delight in 
her imbzacings, chat the contrarieties of his conceits, were 
erceding;pleaſurett (elf being moze pleaſant interming led 
with care, and care a pleaſure, to be indued with ſuch delight 
Arteſia was loth fo let Ornacus depart that night, foz that ſhe 
demed he ſhould be in danger the next day and he as unwil⸗ 
ling to leave her in ſozrow:the on the one ſide ſollacing her 
ſelf in his company, he by her kindn elle making him fozget 
fo depart, that befoze they were aware, Night was comes, 
wo well ſpent: and Ornatus then bethinking himſelke, 
ught it was too late depart. And Arteſia hearing him 
make a motion to be gone deſtred him to ſtay: And vet my 
dear Ornatus ( quoth ſhe) do not indanger your (cf foz my 
- fake ; foz ſhould Lenons ſervants find you here, it might 
redound to cur great diſquiet- Ornatus likewiſe well conſt- 
dering the inconventence, tek his leave of her, and left 
her ſhedding abundance of teares. Ornatus being gone, 
found the ſervants awake, and watching his comming out. 
one of them ſayin; :; Pilgrim, what maketh thee ſo ſawsy, 
as to ceurt my Matters Love: Is this a fit time of the 
Night to be in her Chamber: My Lo2d ſhall underſkãd your 
behaviour, and what familiaritp is betwirt you; We takes

towards them, entring into theſe meditations And ſhalt 1

nne : what will Arteſia ſap, it ſhe know thou art ſo bloudi⸗ 

lie beat, and that thy heart is ſo hard, as to (hed thine oſune 
Counfrimens vloud ? O-nacus be well adviſed befoze thou doe 
this died, and bethink of ſome other means to avoid the dan · 
ger thou art readie ts fall into Other means Oraatusepea, but 
what other ak Se none at all Dot thou not ſ& how 
[I have betrayed ther d made thee pꝛiſoner: what then na d⸗ 
elt thou make a queſtion-to ſave thy ſelf, and vy their deaths 
pꝛeſerve thine own life, which they living will be endanger- 
ed, and being once dane thou art ſafe: but by del ap. thine own 
life max periſh. With that lifting up his\arms with moꝛe 
than wonted fozce, he ſinote the one on the head and beat out 
his bꝛains; wherewith-the other began to awake: but in his 
awaking he ek him ſo full on the bzeff, that the Bil pierſt 
his heart, he lay bzeathleſte ſpꝛauling in his goze.This done 
Ornatus found a Uault,+ into the ſame he conveied their dead 
bodies, pur poſng never to reveal what he had done. Then re⸗

made the period of his ſpeech; feeling her tender heart pant

every man his charge andeoſuit what to do. Ornatus in Phyla⸗ 
ſes ſtead, had under his charge four thouſand men, wham by 
his own ſeekthg He was appointed to coivey into a werd, that 
{food fitly ts fend the enemy,and the reſt appointed to other 
places. that ſcemed foz moſt advantage. 

Ornatus having his ſouldiers alone, thought it time to exe⸗ 
tute what he intended, and therefoꝛe called to him ſuch as 
were Captains and chief under him, uttering theſe ſpeeches: 
Fellow ſouldiers J would willingly utter ny mind, which 
is tt oubled in ſome ſoꝛt with the remembzzce ot the injuries 
Alliaus hath cauſclefily endured, againſt whom now we ad⸗ 
dꝛes our ſelvs to fight; wherein in my mind we deal unjuſtly: 
fo2 he was never ZTraifoz td his Country, noꝛ now commeth 
to diſturb the land with oppꝛellion, but only to claim his own 
inheritance and liberty, which cur ſelves do permit: there 
foze I think if beſt befozewe dꝛaw cur weapons, ts conſider 
againſt whom we dzaw them, and whom we offend; one that 
loveth us, his Country,and people, and would not willingly 
Wed a dꝛop of our blood... 

Now, if I could f nd a remedy foz all this wohich ſtãdeth w 
equify. weul d 5 follow my directions? With that, they all at 
once ſaid, they would be ruled by him. Then he ſaid; Thæon 
5j is now our M. deſtroyed all his family + ſuch as are ot any 
degree neat unto him in bloud 5 laſt of who is Allinus, whoſe 
utter Tutte he new ſeeketh not by juſtice, but that neither he

is hehalk not diſcovering himſelf to be any other the phyla⸗ 
ſtes:toꝝ which Allinus yeelded him many hearty thanks. Whi- 
leſt Ornatus was abſent, a Captain named Ortonus dzawn by 
deſire of reward and above the reſt favouring Lenons party, 
ſtole from the wood and comming into the camp to Lenon, be⸗ 
wzaped what hy laſtes intended, and how that he was gone to 
the Armenian Camp,. to confer with Allinus. Lenon hearing 
that, thought it not beſt to ſend foz him by warrant, but amog 
the reſt to allemble him to counſell, and ko that effecſent a 
Herald. Ornatus being returned had knowledge of the Gene⸗ 
rall aſtembly and willingly went, little ſuſpecting what Lc- 
not intended: and being entred the Camp and Lenons tent, 
he was befoze all the Estates arreſted by a Herald ot high 
Treaſon. Ornatus then thought his intent was bebozaped, de⸗ 
manding what they could lap to his charge. Whereupon Or⸗ 
tomis befoꝛe them all , declared what he had done, which her 
could noc deny: upon which accuſation, he was pꝛeſently ſent 
to the Court and there impꝛiſoned. .

rus being hzeathleſe. Ornarus with a few tears, that by ex- 
ceeding grief were wzung from his heart, partic e her 
laments: firſt requeſting the ſervants to be carefull of her 
god, x thẽ without delay both furniching himſelt and v hylalſes 
withrich Armoz and Yozſe, of which therewas ou choiſe 
in 5 Caſtle, and foz 5 the day began to appear, they thoug 
it time fo depart, leſt their comming from Arkia de be 
diſcovered, There might one behold ſozrow at parting in his 
right fozn;heact bꝛeaking ſighs bzeathing ſad farewells and

yeld to Allinus, rather than fight it out, y on a ſudden the Ar- 
menans had ſlain an infinite number of them and all the earth 
was died fo a purple colour with their bloud. Ornatus heart 
was vered to ſes ſo much of his countries bloud ſhed, — he

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intreated phylaſtes, to perſwade the Bouldiers fo give ober, | 
and himſelf rode betwirt the two Armies with a Herald, de⸗ 
ſiring them to ſfay their fury foꝛ a while, Long it was befoꝛe 
they would give over, but at laſt by the Dzums and Trumpet 
ſoũd, having called back the Armenians, Ornatus placing him⸗ 
ſelf in the midit of his Counkry⸗men that a multitude might 
hear him, ſaid: Renowned people of Phrygia, hear my ſpeech, 
that am to2mented to ſes ſo much of our bloud ſhed, the effu- 
fion whereof I ſk by all means fo ſtop, having as you ſce 
fo2 the love bare you not lifted my hand againſt any of you, 
but onely Lenon: the cauſes that urge me ta challenge him. is 
the manifeſt wzdg he and his father hath done to your ſelves, 
this Tountry, and all the Nobilify ; foz the true teſtimony 
wherecf,let every one inwardly examine his own conſcience, 


and they will not deny my wozds, but find themſelves ercte⸗ 


dinge grieved with his oppzeſſion. Do von not ſc what 
deſtruction he hath bꝛought upon this Land? Are not almoſt 
all the Nobility flain and deſtroyed 2 Are not pour liberties, 
gods, and friends taken from you? Js not the whole Land 
in an upꝛoar, and every one dꝛi ven from his quiet at home to 
venture his life in the field and all this foz ſatisfaction of his 
will and ſelk⸗ command, not grounded upon law oz juſtite: 
Examine your conſciences, is he pour lawfull Ring: did he 
not murther pour lawful king meiy ta make you his vallals? 
Again doth Allinus ſeek to dv his Country wzong ? doth he 
tome to oppzeſſe vou? doth he ſeek to abuſe your liberty: No, 
he onely commeth to claim his poſſeſſions, by injuſtice taken 
from him: he commeth as urged by grief, not to live as a ba⸗ 
niſhed man being himſelk. his wife, childzen, and kamilp, dzi⸗ 
ven to live in miſery and lavery , foz the ſatisfaction of his 
luſt. Then J beſcech you god Souldiers, confider well 
what you do,whom vou defend,a traitoꝛ; and whom you refit, 
a dear friend, that loveth and fendzeth your lives as dear as 
his own: where eſtate the Armenians pitty. to whom̃ hee was 
never gracious;but his own Country⸗mens hearts are hard⸗ 
ned againſt him, repaying cruelfy foz his love, and REID

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I could alledge ſo many reaſons to-diſſwede vou fr5 follow⸗

him, another bzonght news that Arteſia, with the Pilgrim, 
was ed, but no man could tell whither. Lenon hear ing the 
newes, became almoit mad, and raged ſo ertreamely, that 
bis wounds burſt info freſh bleeding. And to fill up his heart 
with ſozrow and veratior, another meſſenger from the Cap - 
came running in, crying : Flie Thæon, flis, we are befrayed 
to the enemp, the Leaders, Captains, and Souldiers, are re⸗ 
volted, andthe enemy is near at hand to ſurpzize thee, Flie, 
ſave thy life:foz thine own ſubjects have left thee , and refu- 
ſed thy Government, Thzon was ſo amazed « terrified with 
fear, p without regard of Lenons life he fled to ſave himſelf;e- 
very due ſaving thoſe that fied with Thæon, running to their 
revolted fellows ts ſave themſelves. 

This news was bzought to Allinus: whs hearing the ſame, 
and being paſt fear of Thæens rage.ſent a Herald to Ternus, 
to know whether he were his friend, oz till continued thoſe 
bands to reſiſt him as his foe: who returned this awer.
